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CHAPTER 186
HERBICIDES AND PESTICIDES—APPLICATION BY AIRCRAFT
H. F. 105

AN ACT relating to registration and registration fees for airmen, aeronautics instructors, and

aircraft used for the application of herbicides and pesticides.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section three hundred twenty-eight point nineteen
(328.19), subsection one (1), Code 1975, is amended to read as follows:
1. Airmen and aeronautics instructors, ene deHar two dollars.

SEC. 2. Section three hundred twenty-eight point twenty-three
(328.23), Code 1975, 1s amended to read as follows:

328.23 Credit on registration fees. There shall be credited upon
the registration fee due for the registration of any aircraft pursuant to
the provisions of this chapter, except aircraft used for the application
of herbicides and pesticides, any tax, registration fee, or license fee
levied upon or charged for said aircraft and paid to any other state,
and the registration fee due and to be collected pursuant to the provi-
stons of this chapter, shall be reduced by the amount of said tax, regis-
tration fee or license fee, upon the presentation of the official recelpt
therefor with the appllcatlon for registration.

SEC. 3. Section three hundred twenty-eight point twenty-four
(328.24), Code 1975, 1s amended to read as follows:

328.24 Refunds of fees. If, during the year for which an aircraft,
except nonresident aircraft used for the application of herbicides
and pesticides, was registered and the required fee paid therefor, such
aircraft is destroyed by fire or accident or junked, and its identity as
an aircraft entirely eliminated, or it is removed and continuously used
beyond the boundaries of the state, then the owner in whose name it
was registered at the time of such destruction, dismantling, or removal
from the state shall return the certificate of registration to the commis-
sion within ten days and make affidavit of such destruction, disman-
tling, or removal and make claim for such refund.

The registration fee for the unexpired portion of the year shall there-
upon be refunded pro rata to the nearest full calendar month.

CHAPTER 187
CEMETERY PROPERTY

AN ACT relating to the maintenance and improvement of cemetery property and permitting

the levy of a tax.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section three hundred thirty-two point three (332.3),
Code 1975, is amended by adding the following new subsections:

NEW SUBSECTION. To provide for the maintenance and improvement
of cemeteries within the county.
